Made “Without Horrors.” 


“That is not necessary,® said one of these 
‘leaders, “because Italy has education and civ- 
; lization which will enable her to change her 
regime without horrors or self-destruction. The 
results of a revolution will be worth all we will 
pay for it. It will not cost Italy nearly as many 
lives as the recent war did, and war brought us 
nothing.”’ , 

He might have admitted that war brought to his 
own class five times increased wages as against 
times cost living. I asked these men 
they would continue their industries if 
other nonrevolutionary countries stopped raw

“We do not forget that difficulty,’ he said,

The Argonne attack, which began 
in the misty dawn of Sept. 26, 1915, 
developed into the Argonne-Meuse 
offensive, the final and victorious 
thrust of the American Army, with 
French co-operation, against the 
Hindenburg Line. 

On the opening day of the attack 
the 188th Infantry, the St. Louis 
National Guard unit, took Cheppy. 


In the fighting before this small 


French village, Capt. Alexander R. 
Skinker of the 138th was § killed, 
while advancing on a ‘machine gun 
nest that had caused casualties in 
his company. The Congressional 
Medal of Honor, hignest of Ameri- 
can military awards for bravery, 
was bestowed posthumously on 
Capt. Skinker. 

The casualties of the 138th Regi- 
mrent, and of the entire division, on 
the first day and in the subsequent 
advance to Exermont, were heavy.

OR a long while the fascinating Adelina had 
been receiving what most girls would have con- 
sidered tempting offers of marriage. But it is 
to be suspected that she was still heart-whole 
when one day there came along a certain French no- 
bleman, no longer in his first youth, yet elegant of 
bearing and refined in manner, whose attentions ap- 
pear to have awakened in her sensations almost as 
pleasing as those peculiar to Cupid's own victims. Any- 
how, she listened to him. 

This distinguished personage was the Marquis de 
Caux. head of a noble but by no means wealthy family, 
then holding the position of Equerry to Napoleon III at 
the Court of the Tuileries. The Emperor and the 
cmpress were both sincerely attached to Mlle. Patti 
During her visits to Paris she was frequently invited 
to court and sometimes received quite en famille 
Their majesties rarely missed one of her performances 
at the Theatre-Italien; they led the applause, threw 
bouquets to her, and made her handsome presents. 

On these occasions they were always accompanied by 
the Marquis de Caux, who, with equal regularity, went 
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back of the stage to convey the imperial congratula- 
tions. With him were generally two other scions of 
the French aristocracy, the Vicomte d’Arry and the 
Baron de Saint-Amand; and all three gentlemen were 
madly in love with the bewitching artist. 

But the one with the most glib and fluent tongue, 
who could turn the neatest compliments without a sus- 
picion of flattery, was the Marquis. In due course of 
time he made an impression. Seeing which, he went 
to the Empress, and without much trouble persuaded 
her to back him in a serious demand for the young 
lady's hand. It took a little longer to gain the support 
of the Emperor; but, once it was promised, the Marquis 
de Caux siood in a very strong position. Few objec- 
tions could be urged against the match. Mlle. Patt! 
liked him well enough. The only person who did not 
favor the Marquis’ suit was dear old Salvatore Patti, 
Adelina’s father. He did not like him, and openly said 
as much. Yet even he gave way at last, and in the 
spring of 1868 the pair were duly betrothed. The 
wedding occurred at the Roman Catholic Church on 
Clapham Common, on July 2%, 1868. 
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Patti, in the late sixties, from a painting 
W interhalter. 
Empress Eugenie had encouraged her to go on work- 


ing for five years more, until she had made an inde- 
pendent fortune, since the Marquis had only 10,000 
francs a year; when the income derived from her new 
fortune secured her an independence, the Empress said 
she would receive her at court as a dame dhonneur, 
with some palace honorarium, a position which, so 
long as she sang for money, she could not told without 
wounding a number of vanities and prejudices. * * * 

The vear in which Mme. Patti appeared in ‘Aida’’ 
(1876) was big with fate for the heroine of these pages. 
For some time rumor had been busy with stories that 
Suggested growing unhappiness in the marital rela- 
tions between the Marquise de Caux and the Marquis. 
These stories were not exaggerated. The pair had been 
married nearly eight years, but it had not taken them all 
that time to discover that they were ill-suited to each 
other. During the first year or two things had gone 
tolerably well. After that husband and wife began to 
disagree, until finally they found that there was scarce- 
ly a question upon which they were of one mind. Then 
they came to the conclusion that it was time to part.

She made 
it a point not to sing there. In 1884, 
however, all obsiacles to a legal sepa- 
ration were removed by Mme. Patti 
ma ing an offer to divide her fortune 
with the Marquis. His share was said 
to have amounted to about a million 
and a half frances. In the following 
— year both parties sued in the French 
courts for a divorce, which was gran'cd 
in 1885. Thenceforward the Marquis disappears from 
the scene. 


Signor Ernest Nicolini. 


N 1866 the prospectus of Covent Garden, London, 

announced the debut of Signor Ernest Nicolini, 

the handsome and accomplished tenor who, 20 

years later, was to become the husband of the 
heroine of this chronicle. He made his first bow 
before a London audience on May 21, at St. Jame’s 
Hall; and, oddly enough, when he made his first ap- 
pearance at Covent Garden eight days later, the Lucia 
to whom he sang Edgardo was no other than Adelina 
Patti. The verdict of the critics was so discouraging 
that the management did not hesitate to cancei the 
new tenor’s contracts. 

Signor Nicolini went back to Paris and appeared in 
London no more till the spring of 1871. He then came 
over with a crowd of refugees who managed to escape 
the horrors of the siege of Paris. Col. Mapleson, who 
was giving opera at Drury Lane, allowed him another 
chance of winning a name for himself there. This time 

he succeeded. He had not got rid of his tremolo. 

He was never to do so. But the general opinion was 

that his singing had improved and that he had be- 

come a splendid actor. 

It is interesting to note that, but for the Paris 
siege, Nicolini would never have returned to Er- 
gland—in which case his romantic union with Ado- 
lina Patti would assuredly never have become a 
fait accompli. 

Patti created the title rele of “Aida’’ in London 
at Covent Garden on June 22, 1876. The production 
provided the occasion for an all-round individual 
triumph such as Adelina Patti had not yet won dur- 
ing her entire 17 years of operatic life. Nicolini 
was the Radames, giving what critics said was the 
most magnificent interpretation of the part seen in 
London until the advent of Jean. de Reszke. 


Ten years later—-the year following her divorce 
—Mme. Patti was married to Signor Nicolini, on 
June 9, at Swansea, Wales. Nearby they provided 
themselves with a home, having purchased the free- 
hold of a beautiful estate in the Swansea Valley, 
now familiar to the world as Craig-y-Nos Castle 
After long ill health, Nicolini died at Pau 
on Jan. 18, 1598.

ME. PATTI emerged from her peaceful re- 
tirement at Craig-y-Nos to take part in an 
Albert Hall concert on Monday, Nov. 14, 


1898. That night will not be readily for- 
gotten by those of her friends who happened to be 
present. The diva not only looked and sang her 
best, but wore her brightest smile. The extraordi- 
rary verve that she infused into. the “Jewel Sone” 
trom “Faust” was recalled afterwards. 

On entering her reception room behind the stage 
that evening, | noticed standing by Mme. Patti's side 
a tall, rather thin gentleman, whose face was un- 
known to me. As I waited, someone whispered in 


my ear: 

Don't you know who that is? He is Baron Rolf 

Cederstrom, who was staying at Craig-y-Nos last 
summer. She is introducing him to everybody. 


Just then Mme. Patti caught sight of me, and I ad- 
vanced to shake hands with her. As she turned to 
present me to the Baron a certain possibility flashed 
through my mind. An instant later the mystery was 
solved. She said, with the happy. jovous:- manner of 
a girl of 16: 

“This is Baron Cederstrom, my fiance.’ 

When Adelina Patti was married for the third time 
she was within a few days of attaining her fifty-sixth 
birthday. But face and figure alike belied her age. 
She looked scarcely older than her Swedish spouse, 
and he was her junior by many vears. 

The Baron and Baroness traveled a great deal. They 
attended Wagnerian opera at Bayreuth and the Passion 
Play at Oberammergau. They traveled in Switzerland 
and Sweden, and in 1903 came to America for the very 
last of her numerous “farewell” tours. Then, in her 
seventy-second year, Mme. Patti sang at the Albert 
Hall, in aid of the Red Cross war fund, on Oct. 20, 1914, 
that being her last appearance tn public. She died five 
years later. and the Baron survives her.

This body, composed of the younger cit! 
zens, has for ita*object the enforcement 
of law and the upholding of the rights of 
citizens, as its predecessors had on the Va 
cific coast in the days of ‘49. But instead

This organization is the Civic 
‘untor Chamber of Commerce. Starting on a smal! 
reale some months ago, ita work has now become so 
important that it is appealed to daily by citizens who 
do not know how to reach the proper city authorities 

With Herman Dacus as chairman, with 40 or 50 
volunteers as active members and with the entire mem- 
bership of the Junior Chamber as a reserve force, to 
be called on if necessary, a crusade for law enforce- 
ment was launched and maintained successfully. Com- 
plaints are received from any citizen with a eriev- 
ance, and, if the case is substantiated, the chamber as 
sumes the sponsibility of taking it up with the 
city offictals. 

For the most part, the cases laid before the com 
mittee treat of minor breakages of the city ordi- 
nances—of uncut weeds in lots, of unsanitary condi- 
tions In alleys and back yards, of laek of proper sprink- 
ling or lighting of streets and even of failure to Went 
the halls of an apartment house property. 

And in the very multitude of complaints that 
been coming in for the committee to handle, 
bers see a reason for the existence of such a body 
at a time when the individual citizen, for personal 
reasons, may be unwilling to press the matter himself. 

The movement is really one to protect the citizen 
who, through force of circumstances, is unable to pro- 
tect himself. Secretary A. G. Mungenast of the Junior 
Chamber, said it was astonishing how many persons 
had real grievances which they were unwilling to take 
up personally for fear of some retaliation. These cases 
can be handled Impersonally by the chamber. 

“Our object is to see that the laws are enforced in 
cuses where the citizen's hands are tied and also to get 
the complaint to the right authorities,” Mungenast 
said, in speaking of the crusade last week, “and it 
would surprise you to know how many persons fear 
committing themselves if they attempt to stand up for 
their rights. 

“Many tenants fear to complain of any conditions in 
their neighborhood lest they be asked to move and 
find themselves without a home. This applies espe- 
Clally to those whose premises are in an unsanitary con- 
dition. They imagine they are at the mercy of the

When 
we receive a complaint, we send out a member of our

They may know that unsanitary conditions should be 
reported to the Health Commissioner, but they will in 
clude a complaint about street sprinkling or an un- 
paved alley in the same letter. City departments are 
obliged to keep their correspondence as part of their 
files. They have no stenographic force or array of 
clerks to duplicate letters so as to forward complaints 
which do not concern their own departments. So one 
xrievance of a citizen may remain unattended to and 
he unjustly blames the city authorities.

“We recognized these conditions at the start and in- 
vestigated anonymous letters. Most of the statements 
contained therein have been borne out.

It is from an old hotise on 
Montgomery street that has been converted into a ten- 
ement. A letter informed us there was but one 
can for 14 families, that the sheds adjoining the al- 
leys were full of ashes and rubbish and that, when 
the policeman on the beat was complained to, he said 
he would report it at the station. Nothing was done. 

“Now, if this person did not sign his or her name, it 
is reasonable to suppose that a complaint made to a 
policeman would be rather indefinite. So we looked 
into conditions first. We found them just as described. 
An overflowing garbage can, filling a whole alley with 
its reek, was locuted back of the premises, which were 
in a filthy condition. We reported the matter to the 
police station of that district and then sent a repre- 
sentative to see the owner of the property. 

“He received us gladly. He showed us bills to prove 
that he had furnished small farbage cans for each 
family, but said that, in a playful moment, some in- 
mate of the tenement would steal another's can as a 
joke or would pour his own garbage into the can of 
another person, to avoid some trouble for himself. The

“Two complaints came in from Baden the same day 


last week. One was about the smoke nuisance from 
a bakery. The other was about a pile of garbage in 
the rear of a somewhat isolated house. Both cases 


were investigated. Health Commissioner Jordan acted 
immediately when our report was received about the 
garbage. Commissioner McKelvey’s office attended to 
the bakery. 

“One of the most flagrant cases reported to us came 
in an anonymous letter about a block on Billon avenue, 
between Clayton and Sulphur. There is a large vacant 
tract there, well grown up with weeds, and some resi- 
dents of the neighborhood had evidently been dumping 
their own garbage in the lot.
